hours." 


"Practically no damage was done to 


the canal," declared Colonel Goethals1 
secretary. 


The shocks were the most violent 


which have been experienced since the 
American occupation of the canal zone. 


The earthquake was felt at Colon 


and lasted almost a minute. During 
this time houses were rocked, and the 
population fled into the streets in pan 
Ic. many women carrying their eMI 
dren. 


Severe Shock at Colon. 


Furniture was strewn about in the 


houses, church bells were made to ring, 
and there was general fear that build- 
Ings would fall. Up to the present no 
serious damage has been reported. 


The shocks were felt at Panama- 


city shortly afterward. 
They began 


with a slight disturbance which last 
ed about flve seconds, and then follow- 
ed a more severe one, lasting almost 
half; a minute. The people fled to the 
streets in great panic, particularly the 
Jamaicans and Italians, who were in 
terror of a repetition of the Mont Pelee

BY EARTHQUAKE 


Engineer Reports That Opening 


Will Not Be Delayed. 


'SHOCK CAUSED LAND SLIDE 


- Said That Earth Can Be Removed In 


Twelve Hours—Inhabitants of Colon 
Fled 
In Terror 
From 
Tottering 


Building*—Colonel Goethals Asked to 


• Report to Government. 


'Panama City, Oct. 3.—"The dam- 


r^»ge to the Gatun locks Is nominal," 
1 -was the report of Lieutenant Colonel 
Sibert on the result of the earthquake 
Which shook the isthmus. "The mu- 


Is unharmed, and a superficial 


slide will be removed within twelve 
hours." 


"Practically no damage was done to 


the canal," declared Colonel Goethals1 
secretary. 


The shocks were the most violent 


which have been experienced since the 
American occupation of the canal zone. 


The earthquake was felt at Colon 


and lasted almost a minute. During 
this time houses were rocked, and the 
population fled into the streets in pan 
Ic. many women carrying their eMI 
dren. 


Severe Shock at Colon. 


Furniture was strewn about in the 


houses, church bells were made to ring, 
and there was general fear that build- 
Ings would fall. Up to the present no 
serious damage has been reported. 


The shocks were felt at Panama- 


city shortly afterward. 
They began 


with a slight disturbance which last 
ed about flve seconds, and then follow- 
ed a more severe one, lasting almost 
half; a minute. The people fled to the 
streets in great panic, particularly the 
Jamaicans and Italians, who were in 
terror of a repetition of the Mont Pelee 
'ft i Etna earthquakes.
